bark’d in Province, are landed on the Coaft of Italy, 
and the reft are expected daily. '

tions hefe for the next Campaign. The Cannons for 
Battery, the Mortars, and Field-Pieces, are already 
drawn out of our Arfenal. 
ket is baking in this City, a great number of Wag- 
gons are got ready, anda Camp is mark’d outin 
our Neighbourhood.

The Prince of Baden and the Pruffian General War- 
tenfleben continue at Afchaffenburg. The Marthal 
de Tallard is ftill at Strasbourg.
